Holland states that Keys after de- 
nouncing him started toward him 
and that be heard the click of a 
knife as if being opened, and 
mediately drew bis revolver and 
fired twice, both bullets taking ef 
feet in Keys' body and from the ef 
fect.s of which h.: died in a few 
momenta. A knife was found near 
the place where Keys fell. The 
irienda of the dead man claim that 
Keys bad no knife or that th< 
found near by was noi hi!<, and 
that be made no bo&tile demonstra- 
tion towards Holland.

C. Up 
to this time the Idea of tha founders 
of iJie order had been to have an or- 
dler of three degrees, but this now was 
entirely changed, for a new plan 6911- 
Blsting of seven detjrees. as we nOW 
have it. The .seventh de^i re (Demeter) 

This 
idea originated with Mr. McDowell, 
and he was ncconlingly iu i epted as its 
supreme head, with llie title of High 
I'riesl of Demeter. 

In February Mr. Kellv resigned hi 
position in the post office department
